This action will |essen the adm nistrative burden on U. S
exporters, by decreasing |icense application requirenents for

In addition, the |license requirenent synbol “X is renoved from
Romani a and South Africa, in Supplenent Nunber 1 to part 738, the
Comrerce Country Chart, CB Colum 3 (Chem cal and Bi ol ogi ca
Weapons), as this synbol was inadvertently included in previous

regul ati ons.

Addi tional corrections are made to Suppl enent Nunber 1 to part
738, the Commerce Country Chart, by renoving all the |license

requi renent synbols “X’ fromthe Iraq row and replacing themwth
t he phrase, “See part 746 of the EAR to determ ne whether a
license is required in order to export or reexport to this
destination”, and renoving the footnote 1 reference fromBosnia &

In section 770.2(k) of the EAR, interpretation 11, “precursor

Lastly, this rule makes a clarification to the exenption for
sanpl e shipnents found in License Requirenent Note 1 of ECCN
1C350. The clarification is listed in paragraph (c) of the note
and states, “A consignee that receives a sanple shipnent under
this exclusion may not resell, transfer, or reexport the sanple
shi pnrent but nmay use the sanple shipnment for any other purpose
unrel ated to chem cal weapons. However, a sanpl e shipnent

recei ved under this exclusion remains subject to all GCeneral
Prohi bitions including the end-use restriction described in
8744.4 of the EAR” This end-use restriction was added to nake
clear to exporters that when BXA deleted “for research or

eval uation” fromthe sanple shipnent exclusion (60 F.R 54030,
Cctober 19, 1995), BXA did not intend to allow the resell,

transfer or reexport of the sanple shipnments by consignees.

Al t hough the Export Adm nistration Act (EAA) expired on August
20, 1994, the President invoked the International Energency
Econom ¢ Powers Act and continued in effect, to the extent
permtted by law, the provisions of the EAA and the EAR in

2. "Solvent Free Basis Requirenment." Wen cal culating the
per cent age, by weight, of conponents in a chem cal m xture, you
must exclude fromthe cal cul ati on any conponent of the m xture

that acts as a sol vent.

3. Solvent - For purposes of this ECCN "A substance capabl e
of dissol ving another substance to forma uniformy dispersed

m xture (solution)".

o] Solvents are liquids at standard tenperature and pressure
(STP).

o] In no instance is an AG controlled chem cal considered a
"sol vent".

o] Al'l ingredients of mxtures are expressed in terns of

wei ght .
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0 The sol vent conponent of the mi xture converts it into a

sol uti on.

3. COWOUNDS: A license is not required under this entry
for chem cal conpounds created with any chemcals identified in
this ECCN 1C350, unless those conpounds are also identified in

this entry.
